The Allies, this inform ant declared, m ust not stop with mere w ords to 
Germany. 
T h a t nation m ust be put in a position where it will be impossible 
for her to escapepun ishm ent. 
If G e rm an y ’s offer is accepted, necessary m ilitary guarantees m ust be 
taken to insure she will not be able to strike back in case she breaks her 
word.
